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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,5, 7-10 are 
allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art does not show or suggest the 
combination of a collapsible sports enclosure comprising a support base; a support frame having 
a plurality of U-shaped frame members that are pivotally coupled to the sides of the support base 
so as to be rotated relative to said support base from a collapsed position lying in a generally 
horizontal end-to-end alignment with one another to a raised position lying in a generally vertical 
spaced alignment with one another and projecting upwardly from the sides when the enclosure is 
in use; a protective netting attached to and carried by the plurality of frame members; and a cable 
tied to the plurality of U-shaped frame members, said cable adapted to receive a pulling force to 
cause said U-shaped frame members to rotate from said collapsed position to said raised 
position.
